Declaring that ‘quality’ had. been 
the foundation of much’ of America’s 
foreign trade, Dr. Klein said that 
‘definite recognition of this would be 
a logical next step in our progress.’”’ 

He suggested: the use of a certifica- 

tion system for trade associations 
by which goods might be brought 
within certain specifications, greater 
study of industrial equipment and 
closer cooperation by the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce 
with shippers’ regional advisory 
boards. 
Dr. Klein .said. that. ‘‘the. kéen in- 
terest that. has been-manifested in 
commercial relations with Latin 
America during the past decade con- 
tinues unabated.”’

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Position of the: Siecifative 
Movement After a Week of 
Bewildering Activity. 





The most striking aspect of last 
week's wild stock market was pos- 
sibly not so much the enormous trad+ 
ing and the fury of buying fer the 
account of the outside public, as the 
change which seemed to come aver 
the view of the market entertained 
even by financial critics. In numer- 
ous quarters of this sort the speculat- 
ing public, which was lately classed 
as a delirious mob, is apparently 
beginning to be regarded as a’ con- 
stituency with ealm and unerring in- 
stinct for intrinsic values, which is 
enabling it to grasp truths whic. 
bankers and company executives had 
missed. The conception is a new one, 
and it does not entirely explain trans- 
actions .of three or four million 
shares on one day and six and a halt 
millions on another. But it eppears 
to square with the fact that prices 
keep on rising in the face of high 
money, Reserve Rank opposition, 
references to speculative mania at 
bankers’ conventions, and an obvious 
feeling even in professional Watt 
Street that there is something wreng. 
Tt is. the simplest way out of the 
puzzie to assume that the’ bankers, 
the Federal Reserve, and the sea- 
soned Wall Street watchers are all 
mistaken, but that the scattered out- 
side public knew the realities of the 
situation. 

It would not be possible to prove 


Exchange purchases were made be- 
cause of actual conviction thai the 
stocks were an investment bargain 
at existing values, and how much be- 
cause of belief that prices would go 
indefinitely higher, regardless of in- 
trinste values. In 1901, the only cther 
period in our stock market’s history 
which paralleled the phenomena of 
recent weeks, there came to be a 
strong belief that the most powerful 
millionaires were buying stocks by 
wholesale at the prevalent fancy fig- 


ures, because they feared that other- 


wise they might not be able to get 
the stocks at all. But on all such oc- 
casions, including 1901, there had to 
be a season of disillusionment when 
the army of speculators, who were 
carrying stocks on borrowed money 


with a view to vastly higher prices, 


suddenly tried to turn their holdings 
into cash. 

Regarding the present movement, it 
is useless to make predictions. In 
most regards the great speculation 
has resembled others which, at suf- 
ficiently long intervals, have pre- 
ceded it. Even the indifference to 
7 per cent money, the rejection of 
sober banking judgment, the dou- 
bling or trebling of daily buying 
orders on the Stock Exchange when 
prices had doubled or trebled, have 


closely duplicated experience in other 


episodes of the kind. But no great 
speculation ever exactly resembles 
its predecessors, and this one stands 


by itself because of the quite unpre- 


cedented resources of the outside 
public from which a great part of 
the orders come, and because of the 
seemingly bottomless well of credit 
available for the speculators. Each 


of those powerful influences is an 


obvious outgrowth of the extraordi- 
nary economic period through which 
the United States has passed, and 
which has placed a new aspect on 
financial movements whose course 
it was formerly easy to measure. 
But even the experience of the last 
half dozen years has gone to prove 
that there are some underlying prin- 
ciples, besed in human nature and 
human psychology more than in 
finance, wHich have net changed ex- 
cept in their manner of operation. 

In the older times a record-break- 
ing steel production, large gold im- 
ports, the largest merchandise ex- 
ports and export surplus of the pe- 
riod, would usually be accompanied 
by a vigorous rise in stocks. Most 
of these influences, coming into view 
at this time in 1924, when stock mar- 
ket values were extremely conserva- 
tive and money rates altogether fa- 
vorable, directly created the vigorous 
and prolonged advance in stocks 
which Walt Street preferred to 
ascribe to the election of Mr. Cool- 
idge. It is the fact that money is 
dearer than in any Autumn since 
1920, and the further fact that the 
stock market “averages” last week 
were higher by 21 ‘per cent than in 
November, 1927, and 114 per cent. 
above November, 1924, which paint 
the contrast with the present market 
and make necessary the question as 
to its actual meaning. But the sig- 
nificance of any such episode as this 
year’s stock market is never fully 
uziderstood until its relations to the 
period can be considered in the 
longer retrospect.

PRIVATE DISCOUNT 
RATE:LOW AT BERLIN 


Demand Active, bat Foreign 
Funds Are Pressed on 
the Market.

BERLIN, Nov..16.—With the past 
week’s continuance of weakness in 
sterling exchange bankers are still 
predicting that the Reichsbank will 
acquire more English gold. They 
doubt whether, in view of the ex- 
pected arrival of £4,000,000 additional 
Spanish gold at London next week 
the Bank of England will take any 
measures to prevent further outflow 
of gold.

“The immediate future of Ger- 
many’s home money market is re- 
garded hopefully, especially in view 
of the declining demand for credit by 
industry. The Reichsbank’s return, 
covering the first week of Novem- 
ber, shows discounts 160,000,000 
marks lower than in the same week 
of October and circulation less by 
182,000,000. 

“The Stock Exchange has ’ been 
fairly firm, but buying has been con- 
fined to speculative favorites—in par- 
ticular General Electricity and 
Gramophone shares.
